Zionist court 
rules U.S. mail 
elections O.K. 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

The Zionist Congress Court has 
rejected an appeal by two Amer- 
ican Zionist parties against mail- 
ballot elections to the coming World 
Zionist Congress. 

The five-man special court, head- 
ed by Supreme Court Justice Moshe 
Landau, ruled that mail-ballot elec- 
tions such as those held by volun- 
tary organizations in the U.S. were 
ontirely in order. 

The appeal, which had threatened 
the holding of the congress in Jan- 
uary, was made by the Zionist 
Organization of America and the 
Herut Party in the U.S. against 
the Zionist Federation of America 
(the roof organization of Zionist 
groups in the U.S.). The appellants 
demanded the use of polling booths. 
They also objected to the decision 
to choose only 55 per cent of the 
U.S. delegates to the congress by 
elections and 45 per cent on the 
basis of membership-list strength. 

The court upheld this system, no- 
ting that the Zionist Federation of 
America was based on cooperation 
among the varlous Zionist organi- 
zations in the U.S. 

Meanwhile, it is earned, the La- 
bour Zionist Youth and Studenrs 
Organization plans to organize a 
boycott of the Congress by ail the 
Israel parties’ younger groups. The 
chairman of the organization, Mr. 
Uri Gordon, charged yesterday that 
the chairman of the Jewish Agency 
Executive, Mr. Arye Pincus, and 
the secretary of the Labour Zionist 
Movement, Mr, Yitzhak Korn, M.K., 
did not keep thelr promise that at 
least one-third of the Israel Labour 
Zionist delegation would be drawn 
from the younger genesation.

Israel Radio techniclang resumed 
their partial strike against the 
Broadcasting Authority yesterday 
by refusing to make tape recordings 
in the field.

What happens in 
mixed marriages 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

‘Sir, — As 8. citizen of this coun- 
try, I am most disturbed by cer- 
tain opinions expressed by our Prime 
Minister as reported in your issue 
of November 10, on the subject of 
human rights and dignity.

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The economists’ sad plight | 
Prognosticators against their will

VERYEODY interested in econo- 

mics will enjoy and benefit from 
this book. It is concerned with the 
basic issues of modern economics 
— the ways and means of compar 
ing, forecasting and planning nation- 
δὶ income or the Gross National 
Product — and treats of them in a 
highly intelligent manner. — 

The author knows his subject well, _ 
and is rightly contemptuous of how 
glibly it is usually treated by both 
the general public and professional 
economists. His style is terse; his 
arguments are to ‘the polmt; his 
examples are telling; his quotations 
are excellent. Nobody who has read 
the book, now aware of the seamy 
side of most respectable notions, 
will be able to suppress a smile 
when Hstening to a debate on, say, 
the rate of economic growth or the 
development budget. 

But what ts perhaps most signi- 
fleant about the author's achieve- 
ment is that having killed the sac- 
red cows, he has, nevertheless, failed 
in his purpose — and he seems to 
be aware of this. After all the 
boisterous smashing of conventional 
views, the book unexpectedly ends 
in a minor key. “I Hke to think 
there is, after,all, something con- 
structive in the generation of 
healthy scepticism... Shorn of ita 
magic frilis, economics can... be 
restored to the status of a discipline 
with sane and purposeful func- 
tions,” 

Did the author have in mind 
only to deflate his fellow economists’ 
arrogance? His original intention 
seems to have been more than 
that. In analyzing the Gross Na- 
tlomal Product concept, he is con- 
cerned not only with ridiculing the 
specious exactness — up to a de- 
cimal point — of the figures issued, 
but also with demonstrating the 
problems involved in summing up 
national product or welfare or what- 
ever it is that the economists may 
be talking about. He shows the great 
role which conventions play in shap- 
ing what is regarded as a 
country’s G.N.P., and points to the 
differences of opinion between lead- 
ing economists concerning tts pro- 
per definition.

Heinrich Marx's mother, Haya, 
wife of Rabbi Mordechai Halevi 
Marx, was the daughter of Rabbi 
Yehoshua Heschel Levof (died on 
Tevet 21, 200 years ago), who fol- 
lowed his own father, Rabbi Aharon 
Levof (died 1712), his’ grandfather, 
Moshe, and great-grandfather, Aha- 
ron, as Rabbi of Trier. Heinrich, 
however, found that his Jewishness 
was too much of a stumbling block 
in the way of his career, and he and 
his whole family, including the six- 
year-old Karl, embraced Luther- 
anism. ‘ 

Tn his youth, Karl Marx accepted 
88 prototypical Jews those of the 
Jewish haute bourgeoisie whom he 
despised. And with them in mind he 
later developed his thesis that the 
Jews were the source of all capita- 
Ust evi, and that through the cen- 
turies it was they who had enslaved 
society, mot been enslaved byit. 
There followed his comment on Jew- 
ish emancipation of society from 
Judaism" (“The Jewish Question,” 
1884). Karl knew nothing of his 
grandparents’ zeal for social justice. 
Rabbi Yehoshua Heschei Levof had 
been a strict constructionist in mat- 
ters of religious ritual, but in mat- 
ters of social justice he was what 
today would be called a leftist. He 
held that communal taxes must be 
equitable and that all were entitled 
to a voice in communal affairs, and 
not only the big taxpayer (for his 
views on such matters, see his book 
of responsa, “She’elot Uteshuvot 
Pnay Levana,” 9339 Ὧ5 nam ΠΊΣΤΙΣ 
Altona, 1765). 

Marx’s ‘Jewish ethos’ 

For many years historians and 
others have tried to show the ‘“‘in- 
trinsic Jewish ethos” of Kari Marx. 
Emphasis is laid on his belief in 
the Redemption of mankind — an 
ancient Jewish concept. Judaism 
views sin primarily as a matter of 
social injustice — of a flaw in the 
social order — whose correction has 
been the concern of Jewish Law 
from the Bible through the more 
modern Rabbinic writers. Marx's 
view of history 88 esseatially pur- 
poseful and “uncompleted” is also 
Jewish, discussed in Jewish legal 
as well as in Kabbalistic and Hassi- 
dic literature, And Marx made at 
least one favourable reference to 
the Bible. In “Das Kapital’ he re- 
calls a rule laid down in Deutero- 
nomy 25:4: “Thou shalt not muzzle 
the ox when he treadeth out the 
corn.” This he opposes to the cruelty 
of German landowners who “muzzl- 
ed” the serfs when using them 85 
motive power for grinding, in order 
to prevent them from putting flour 
in their mouths with their hands.

But he also proffers his own sug- 
Sestion for improving the GNP com- 
putation (largely following the path

Apparently, for all his analysis 
in the depth, Rubner has failed to 
grasp that ‘the basic reason for the 
shortcomings of economics jis mot 
the economists' hurbis (haughty 
though they may be), but the fact 
that the problem they are concern- 
ed with is insoluble. Tt can be 
easily seen ‘that the G.N.P., how- 
ever defined and contrived, cannot

comment on the emancipation of the 
Jews in Germany in 1844, Marz's 
discussion of the Jews under Turk~ 
ish rule in Jerusalem is sympathe~ 
tic.

The constant objects 
of Moslem oppression and intol- 
erance, insulted by the Grecks, 
persecuted by the Latins, and 
living only upon the scanty alms ) 
transmitted by their European 
brethren. The Jews, however, 
are not natives (not entirely 
correct — Editor, J.P.), but from 
different and distant countries, 
and are only attracted to Jeru- 
salem by the desire of inhabit~ 
ing the Valley of Jeshapath, 
and dying in the very places 
where the redeemer is to be ex- 
pected. ‘Awaiting thelr death,” 
says ἃ French author, “they suf- 
fer and pray.’

Nobody St Dassault claims to be the creator of the Mirage, 
not even Marcel Dassault himself. It was a joint effort in which 
each member of the team made his own individual contribution. 
Deplante says: “Before the War an aircraft designer could do 
things on his own—and I did. But the way we work nowadays 
is strictly a team job. I usually do the structure and Cabritre the 
equipment systems. But there is total interdependence. Every- 
body knows what his colleagues are doing. The technical 
management at Dassault create. We do not merely supervise. 
This is the opposite of the American method. I know the struc- 
ture of our planes off by heart. When the prototype Mirage ΕἸ 
was destroyed, I could recognise all the pieces as I know where 
each had come from. It must be a good method because it 
works.” 

The Dassault design force possesses another trump card: the 


cohesion and efficiency which exist in a compact, closely knit’ 


team. It took 25 engineers, 50 draughtsmen and 95 craftsmen 
under 13 months to translate the Mirage ΠῚ from the drawing 
board into the sky. Almost simultaneously Lockheed had 439 
engineers converting the Electra airliner into the P.3 Orion anti- 
submarine warfare aircraft. 

The chain of command at Dassault is simple and direct. Since 
Dassault and his family own almost ihe entire equity of his com- 
pany, his word is law. The Mirage [It's chief test pilot Roland 
Glavany recalls: “When I suggested something which could 
improve the plane to Dassault on Thursday, by Friday he would 
issue the order ‘Make the tail another 25 per cent bigger’. And 
on Saturday we would be flying again. It's not a question of the 
human touch. It's simply his supreme sense of efficiency. Das- 
soult’s great talent is to inspire ideas and to modify planes faster 
than anybody else in the business. The Americans and ‘British 
have to hold a series of board meetings before reaching the de- 
cisions which he takes with a sketch on the back of an envelope." 
A senior Dassault aide confirms: “He wants people thinking 
and acting. not writing memos.” 

Working for Dassault often means the abolition of family life. 
Senior engineers are frequently to be found in their offices at 
9 p.m. Dassault also has a habit, in which he indulges less fre- 
quently as he nears his 80th year, of holding “beauty sessions” 
in the middle of the night. At an hour's notice his aides are 
summoned by phone to the factory or testing field. There in a 
hangar Dassault is seated in a chair facing his Jatest prototype. 
Then, while lights are played over the aircraft, he studies its 
aerodynamics. Pencils and notcbooks are rapidly produced as 
he snaps a stream of orders for modifications of the design. His 
favourite remark on these occasions is: “IE a plane is ugly, it 
cannot be a good plane.” His special personal ihterest in any 
aircraft is the tailplane. This was a relief to the team which 
worked on the Mirage IIT as the design excluded this component. 

Glavany says with disguised admiration: “He's ἃ tyrant, a 
character straight out of Balzac. For him weekends just don’t 
exist. During almost five years with Dassault I hardly ever saw 
my wife and four children. One day I would be at the Tstres 
flight-testing base near Marseilles, the next at the fuctory in Bor- 
deaux and the day after poring over a drawing board with his 
engineers at Saint Cloud.” Lucien Martin, who has been working 
for Dassault since 1933 as ἃ runway engineer, says: “For 15 
years I never really had a holiday. We all worked on our nerves. 
If a plane had to be ready to fly in the morning, well, we just 
had to work all night.” Martin's wife Germaine confirms her 
husband's recollections: “We have hardly had an evening to- 
gether in years."

Bur a visit τὸ the Martins’ apartment near the Bois de Vin- 
cennes indicates that Lucien dces not grudge a single second of 
those long hours spent in the hangar or on the runway. The 
pariour is decorated with autographed photographs of Mactin’ ‘s 
heroes: the test pilots, almost all of them now dead, who flew 
the aircraft which he nursed. There is Vladimir Rozanoff, who 
was killed while demonstrating a Mystére IV in 1954. grinning 
beside his plane. Rozanoff scrawled across the phota: “The pilot 
is smiling because his plane has been tuned by Lucien”. René 
Bigand. who died when his Mirage F! prototype crashed in 1967, 
wrote after setting up a world record in a Mirage IV nuclear 
bomber: “To my friend Martin. grouchy Napoleonic Old 
Guardsman of the atomic age." Martin says of Dassault: “He's 
always there whenever we are testing a plane. We've had plenty 
of rows. sometimes big ones. But he’s always fair and I take 
off my hat to him.” 

When Dassault decided to break into the jet field at the end 
of the 1940s the French Air Force was flying French-made De 
Havilland Vampires which were rechristened Mistrals and 
powered by the Rolls Royce Nene. Dassault put the British 
engine into the prototype of his own MD 450 Ouragan. a single- 
seat fighter with its wings swept back at an angle of 18 degrees, 
which mude its first flight in 1949, Later Oestrich's Atar 101B 
engine was installed in the Ouragan, whose name meaning 
‘Hurricane’ was intended to represent the roar of France's first 
jet engine. The Ouragan was subsonic. but it is still in service 
today with the Isracli Air Force, It, played an important role in 
testing the French DEFA 30-millimetre cannon. a lethal weapon 
which ater armed the entire Mirage family and was used with 
particularly devastating effect by the Israclis against the Arab 
Air Forces’ Soviet MiGs in the Middle East. 

‘With the Atar, Dassault obtained ἃ first class jet engine. Next 
he wanted a plane which could fly faster than sound, Faithful to 
his principle of advancing by short. cautious stages, he took the 
fusclage of the Quragan. slimmed down its wings, swept them 
back from 18 degrecs to 33 degrees and produced a streamlined 
aircraft which he called, Mystére. This was a typical embodi- 
ment of the Dassault policy of playing safe and refusing to put 
fogether too many innovations in the same prototype. In 
October 1952 a Mystére ΤΊ became the first French plane to 
dive through the sound barrier. The US Air Force sent their 
Flight Tes, Chief General Albert Boyd and Major Chuck 
Yeager. ihe first pilni ever io fly faster than sound. to put the 


Mystére Τῇ through i its paces in competition with a Sabre fighter

The American government was so impressed by the French 
plane's performance that ii ordered 115 Mystire IVs, its suc- 
cessor, under the US Off-Shore procurement programme for sup- 
plying its NATO allies with weaponry. The Mysttre TV, which 
featured wings swept back 41 degrees, was the first aircraft in 
France to penetrate the sound barrier in inclined flight. The 
French, Israeli and Yndian air forces ordered over 400 of them. 

Then in 1955 followed the Super-Mystere with even more 
sharply swept wings (48 degrees) and a new Atar 101 G engine 
with a four-ton thrust. This is ἃ genuine Mach 1 aircraft which 
is still in service with the French and Israeli air forces. The 
Super-Mysttre was also used as ἃ flying test bed for the Atar 9 
engine which was destined for the next product of the Dassault 
design office: the Mirage. 

The genesis of the Mirage dates back to the Korean War in 
the early 1950s. Like the American and British aircraft makers, 
Dassault noted that when US flyers encountered Chinese and 
Korean pilots, the Soviet MiG-i5s, although lighter and of 
simpler design. were a match for their own North American 
F-86s. The MiG was more manouevrable, its ceiling higher and 
its cannon armament deadlier. The Americans were the first to 
recognise that since the Second World War warplanes had be- 
come complex to a point where they were unwieldy in combat. 
The F-86 carried a heavy load of air conditioning equipment 
which, while it kept the pilot cool on the:ground, gave him more 
weight in the air and heavily penalised him in combat. 

So a new religion of warplane design was founded. The doct- 
rine was to build simpler, lighter planes with fewer gadgets but 
with more dazzling performance. In the United States Ed Heine- 
mann evolved ihe A-+ Skyhawk and Clarence “Kelly” Johnson 
the, F-104 Starfighter. In Britain W. E. W Petter presented his

Search for new plane 


Dassault was already developing his Mystéres when the French 
government launched a study programme for a smail Mach 2 
interceptor suited for operations in Westem Europe. France was 
ooking for a well-armed plane with a fast rate of climb which 
would not need to rely on guidance from ground-based radar. 
Lightness was even more important to France than to the United 
States or Britain because its plane builders still felt obliged to 
shed weight in order to compensate for the Jack of powerful 
home-built engines. France also wanted the plane in a hurry 
because NATO's planning was based on the use of conventional 
air power to defend Europe and interceptors were therefore en- 
dowed with a vital task. 

The French Air Staff decided that the best formula would be 
to combine the jet engine with a booster rocket which would give 
the plane an extra tum of speed for intercepting high-flying 
bombers in the upper altitudes. Several firms produced proto- 
types to mect this requirement, Sud-Quest, the nationalised com- 
pany created from the pre-war Bloch factories. built the Trident 
which was powered with a big rocket and two small Armstrong 
Siddeley Viper engines for use ut cruising speeds. Sud-Est chose 
the delta- winged Durandal which was propelled by the opposite 
combination: a powerful jet and a small rocket. Dassault also 
selected a della dusign. the Mirage MD 550 powered by a 
medium sized rocket and iwo Viper engines. 

Dassault expiuined his choice of the plane’s name: “I called 
it Mirage because [ iniended that. like a desert vision. enemy 


pilots should see it but never catch up with it.” Within a few 
years Dassault's ambition was given reality by Israeli pilots in 
combat with Arab-flown MiGs. 

The Mirage TII-001 made its first flight at four o'clock in the 
afternoon of [7 November 1956, from Villaroche. A pale winter 
sun cast its Jast rays on the fuselage of the sleek. silvery air- 
craft as Lucien Martin and his aides rolled the Mirage out of 
its hangar and surapped Glavany in the cockpit. His take-off 
speed was 183 mph without using afterburner. The plane climbed 
gently to 4,000 feet where the air speed was 230 mph. Glavany 
retracted his landing gear and accelerated progressively to 435 
mph. He tested the air brakes and they responded well. When 
the pilot of his escorting aircraft reported that his undercarriage 
housing was gaping open, Glavany prudently reduced speed to 
285 mph. Then he made a series of tests of the yaw damping. 
Night was falling and it was time to land. After a long sweep 
over the approach lights the Mirage [11-001 touched down at 
160 mph. 

The Mirage ΠῚ. which ‘was destined to win its spurs in the 
skies of the Middle East. made this first test flight while the 
big powers were still in the throes of the Suez crisis that only 


ten days earlier had almost triggered off a world war. As Glavany_ 


soared over the rolling country-side of the Me de France the 
French government announced that petrol pumps would be 
closed during the coming weekend. The 49 tanker hulks blocking 
the Suez Canal had cut off France and the rest of Western 
Europe from their supplies of Arabian oil.

" ‘Ten weeks later on his tenth flight Glavaay broke the sound 
barrier when he took the Mirage up to 40,000 feet at Istres. The 


Mirage tests had been moved from Melun, which was too close .. 


to the busy air traffic lanes around Orly for safety and secrecy, 
to the Mediterranean. There fine weather, even in mid-winter. 
allowed the plane's trials to continue without interruption. After 
levelling off Gluvany fired his afterburner with his machmeter 
registering 0.94 Mach. Fificen seconds later the plane pierced 
the sound barrier and was at Mach 1.10. After two minutes the 
Mirage was at Mach 1.52 and still accelerating. Then, putting the 


aircraft into a 20 degree dive with the afterburner still lit, Gla- ἢ 


vany shouted excitedly to ground control: “I'm at Mach 1.60”. 
Shutting off the afterburner, he decelerated rapidly and landed. 

The Mirage 1-001 soon acquired a nickname: Balzac. 
Colonel Pierre Faure, the Servicing Officer who supervised the 
tests for the Air Force, pointed out that 001 were three digits 
known to every film goer in France. They belonged to the Balzac 
exchange number of Jean Mineur, a Paris Publicity Agency 
whose commercials are shown in almost every cinema through- 
out the country. The name Balzac stuck to the Mirage prototype 
throughout its test programme and beyond. When Dassault used 
the same airframe to build a vertical take-off experimental air- 
craft he formally designated it Balzac. The company even re- 
ccived a letter from a French literary society dedicated to pre- 
serving the memory of Honoré de Balzac thanking them for 
this tribute to the author. Jean Cabriére says: “We acknowledged 
the letter. But we did not dare tell them the tuch.” 

In the summer of 1957 the Mirage was fitted with a SEPR 
66 auxiliary rocket motor, derived from the German Walter 
rocket (which was used in the Second World War by the Messer- 
schmitt 163), to supplement its Atar turbojet. James MacDivitt, 
who commanded the Gemini IV and Apollo EX spaceships says: 
“The first time T was propelled by a rocket was not during a 
space launching. Jt happened to me in France when I tested a 
Mirage with a booster rocket.” 

Glavany did not use a booster when on October 24, 1958, he 
flew the first pre-production Mirage III ordered by the French 
Air Force at over Mach 2 in level flight at 41,000 feet. This was 


the first time,a Western European aircraft had flown at twice 


the speed of sound. A few weeks later the British test pilot Roly 
Beamont emulated Glavany’s feat in a Lighting. 

Glavany says: “From the flying point of view the Mirage 
tests were an extraordinary and thrilling experience. As a test 
pilot I worked in a close relationship with the designers. This 


is one of Dassdult’s strong points and gives him a valuable edge ἡ 


over his competitors. In contrast, at Sud-Aviation the flight test- 
ing programme for Concorde inevitably means delays and in- 
efficiency. 


Moments of exaltation 


“My job with the Mirage was to prove it to its limits without 
wrecking the prototype. It was a perpetual struggle. But there ἡ 
were moments of great exaltation. The contacts with the mech- 
anics were an enriching experience. But we lived on our nerves, 
trying all the time to go further and to push ourselves to break- 
ing point. I could never relax. For me the Mirage tests were a 
special challenge. 1 was taking over from a very remarkable man. 
Rozanoff. It was a time when relations between test pilot and: 
management were more human than they became later on. 

“As we neared Mach 2 we were afraid we would encounter the 
flutter which caused the fatal accident to the F-100 Super Sabre 
a yedr or so carlier. But all went smoothly. This was fortunate 
as Marcel Dassault was always in a hurry, impatient to get 
through test programmes and to prove his ideas were right.” 

Sitting in the cosy drawing room of his stone-walled house on 
the edge of the Mirage base at Mont-de-Marsan, Glavany says 


with a hint of sadness: “Well. it's all over now. I’m the only sur- Ὁ 


vivor of the team who conducted the Mirage flight tests. Rozanoff 
was killed just before they started, Daniel Rastel and Jean 
Muselli. who did 1.098 mph in a Mirage ΠῚ in 1959 and set up 
a world closed circuit speed record, have both died. Then there 
was Charles Monnier who was killed while dropping fuel tanks 
from an Ouragan. They bounced against his tail throwing the 
plane out of control. He crashed at Istres near the same spot 
where René Bigand, who took over the Mirage TV tests fom 
me, was killed 14 years later in the Mirage F-1."

᾿ Draft budget won't be tabled 


till February, Sapir tells Knesset

Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 

The 1972/73 draft budget will not 
be tabled in the Knesset in January, 
Finance Minister Pinkas Sapir told 
the Knesset Finance Committee yes- 
terday. Normally, tt ts tabled in 
the first week — so as to have all 
three readings completed In good 
time for the end of the fiscal year 
on March 20. 

‘Mr. Sapir explained that the draft 
would only be tabled in February. 
The reason was Premier Golda 
Meir’s trip to the U.S., which would 
postpone the Cabinet's discussions 
preceding approval of the draft 
b 


The Finance Committee, which 
was due to debate Mr, Sapir'a re- 
quest to raise the State guarantee 
for Autocars from IL3m. to 1Li2m. 
wilt take the request up only today. 

Mr. Sapir, who summed up the 
Committee discussion on the state 
of the economy, suggested that em- 
Ployees be pald a cost-of-living in- 
erement calculated at eight per cent 
of the basic wage, which would 
amount to five per cent of the over- 
all wage, This did not include the 
compensation for devaluation, the 
date of payment of which [5 stil up- 
certain. Employees should continue 
to enjoy the usual wage creep, Mr. 
Sapir added; they should enjoy a 
minimum starting wage, which would 
ellminate the need for all sorts of 
grants; they should benefit by the 
cancellation of the Savings Loan, 
and the remission of one-third of 
the Defence Levy (so that income 
tax-payers would have to pay only 
10 per cent on top of tncome tax, 
imstead of the pregent 15 per cent 
surcharge). 

SPARK TO GUNPOWER 

As to the wage claims of the 
professionals, the Minister warned 
that they were “like touching a 
spark to gunpowder.” 

Mr. Sapir sald he saw nothing at 
all wrong with the recent public 
debate about the extent of next 


year’s defence budget. Even security 
experts could differ among them- 
selves about what was necessary 
and what was not. He sald he re- 
Jected the “philosophy of two flags” 
which Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
had spoken of — one for security 
and the second for social progress. 
Mr. Sapir sald he was sure that ro 
member of the Committee would 
suggest re-lnstitutlgg second shifts 
in schools, ar cutting down on hos-~ 
pital beds, to give more money to 
security needs. 

The Finance Committee yesterday 
toasted Dr. Yohanan Bader (Gahal) 
on his TOth birthday and marked 
his 22 years of service on the Com~- 
mittee, 

Algo yesterday, the House Com- 
mittee approved the creation of a 
special Ecology Committe of nine 
members, to operate for the life 
of the Seventh Knesset. 


NEW POWER STATIONS 


The Economic Committee heard 
from representatives of the Electric 
Corporation that it would have to 
double its present generating capa- 
city by 1976, In the next two or 
three years, two new power stations 
of 228 megawatts each would have 
to be built “somewhere between Tel 
Aviv and Haifa.” 

At question time, Developmeat 
Minister Haim Gvatt told ‘Mr, Yosef 
Tamir (Gahal) that the minimum 
size for an atomic power plant 
generating electricity, sultable for 
Israeli conditions, would have to be 
400 megawatt. But no detailed plans 
existed as yet -—— merely preliml- 
nary proposals, the Minister said. 

Mr. Gvati also told Mr. Zalman 
Shoval (State List) that the total 
investment in the Periclase chemi- 
cal complex would be $19m. and 
not $12.5m. as originally envisaged. 
Also, the foreign investors would 
have to supply 34 per cent of the 
total investment in own capital now 
— instead of the original 25 per 
cent iald down.

‘These and similar boasts are now 
the subject for deep and extensive 
eonsideratlon by governments and 
nations. Is it not clear that he who 
volces them is ignoring the aspira- 
tion for peace of all nations, inclu- 
ding his own? Is there not here a 
stupefying ability to forget the les- 
sons of experience and to disregard 
the outcomes which befell Egypt 
from similar things and frames of 
mind in the past? 


ONLY MENTIONS CROSSINGS 

Each time that Mr. Sadat 
mentions the Suez Canal it is only 
in connection with Its crossing by 
Egyptian troops. This emphasis is 
most instructive. In May of 1967 
the number of Egyptian troops in 
Slnai was greater than the number 
of inhabitants, This is the situation 
to which the Egyptian President 
suggests wetraetura, — 

‘We see the opening of the Canal 
as a portent and signal for peace. 
Sadat sees the crossing of the Canal 
@s ἃ portent and signal for war. 
It is not suprising that such op- 
posing approaches have not led to 
8 Means of negotiation, let alone 
an agreement. 

The world may rightfully ask 
what purpose the President of Egypt 
hopes to achieve by war, at a time 
when the fruits of peace are within 
his grasp — if he only saw fit to 
enter into oegotiations. He can 
clear the Suez Canal without 
war, He can open the Suez Canal --- 
out war. He can restore the 
cities om the Canai and bring back 
τω nem 2 τη refugees 
without war. He can negotiate with

israel on a peace which wil contain 
agreement on the withdrawai of 
military forces to secure and τὰ- 
cogaized borders — w ‘to war. 
The debate, therefore, is Setween the 
desire for peace of Israei and the 
Majority of natiors, and the 


remnants of the devotion of the 
Egyptian policy -—- despite their 
bitter experience — to empty 


dreams of war and victory. 

Is this not an indication that 
the Egyptian Government's decia- 
red policy is not peace but a stri- 
vieg for resumption of aggression 
under conditions more suitable for 
its implementation? 

The significance of these speeches 
and the conclusions they entail we 
shall shortly unveil before govern- 
ments, International iastitctions and 
nations with whom we shall be 
engaged in clarificaticns on the pro- 
motion of peace. A clear and frank 
analysis of these werlike tenden- 
cies from the appropriate interna- 
tional rostrums is also called for. 
But the Government of Israel feels 
it its duty already sow, further to 
the statements already mace by its 
representatives and spoxesman. to 
acquaint the nation arc the world 
of the fundamertals of its res- 
ponse...

Anyone who takes the trouble to 
imagine how it would be for us to 
face these threats were we standing 
along the vulnerable armistice lines 
will be able to understand how 
strong and well-founded is our posi- 
tion on the maintenance of the 
cease-fire Hnes until peace — and 
on the determination of secure and 
agreed boundaries as a condition 
for the establishment of peace... 

REFERENCES TO HONGUR 

Over and over again, in the re- 
marks of. the Egyptian President, 
we find continual references to the 
matter of honour. The understand- 
ing would seem to ‘be that the 
Source of honour is war rather 
than peace. Israel's approach, on the 
other hand, is that the honour of 
States and of statesmen can have no 
greater or deeper satisfaction than 
that which comes from a thorough 
and detalled explorativn of the ways 
to peace, with all the humane values 
embodied in this, Mr. Sadat's 
pronouncements of hix readiness to 
sacrifice three million souls grates 
on the ears and shocks the hearts 
of all peace-loving men. The
